Signatures Prove Same as 
on Bond—Judge Orders 
Cases Reported to Immi- 
gration Commissioner. 


“There has beeh some question 
around here lately as to whether 
persons entering this court to enter 
pleas of guilty in Iquor law cases 
are the actual defendants. It seems 
to me that this industry is suf- 
ficiently profitable to make it well 
worth while to hire a substitute to 


g0 to jail. I want to know whether 
these men-are the actual defendants 
in this case.” 

This was the comment today of 
Federal Judge Davis, after three 
men entered pleas of guilty ‘of vio- 
lating a section of the old Internal 
revenue law requiring stills to be 
registered. 

Three Men Sentenced. 

Two of the men—Sento Giof- 
friela and Carnello Capalano, both 
of whom described themselves as 
allensa—were sentenced to six 
months in jail and fined $1000, and 
the third man—George Ruppel Jr. 
—Was sentenced to six months In 
jail and fined $2000 en pleas of 
guilty to operating an unregis- 
tered still last January on Ruppel’s 
farm on the Olive Street road, in 
St. Louis County. 

After sentencing the defendants, 
Judge Davis caused them to be ex- 
amined to determine if. they were 
the men actually charged with the 
violation, Gioffriela and Capalano 
were sworn and testified they were 
the men arrested on Ruppel’s farm 
last January by prohibition agents. 
Their signatures were taken and 
compared with those signed on the 
bonds of the two defendants and 
were feund to be identical. Rup- 
pe} took the stand and identified 
them as the men operating the 
still. 

There have been frequent reports 
that bootleggers, in many instances, 
have employed substitutes to serve 
their jail sentenees. However, the 
remarks of Judge Davis today were 
the first to be made from the bench 
here concerning reports of this 
practice. 

Couple of Fine Specimens. 

When Judge Davis was informed 
by counsel that Gioffreila ahd Ca- 
palano were Italian aliens he re- 
marked: “You two citizens of It- 


migration authorities, and if they 
do their duty they will send you 
back where you belong. You are 
a couple of fine specimens to come 
over here and violate the laws as 
you have done. Go on out of here: 
[I don't want you here any more.” 

Turning to the bailiff he said: 
“Get these men down to the Mar- 
shal’s office.

‘Your father was a police officer 
and you have a brother on the po- 
lice force,’ Judge Davis said to 
Coppinger. “Your bondsmen came 
to me and asked me to be jenient 
with you and to impose a fine raih- 
er than a ja!! sentence in your case. 
I don’t see that you are deserving 
of any possible consideration. ['lll 
sentence you to 60 days in the War- 
pe County jail.”

Five Others, Including Wil- 
liam M. Webb, Also of 
St. Louis, Are Given the 
Same Sentences. 


LESSER PENALTIES

Only Two of Convicted! 
Men Let Off With Fines 
—All Probably Will Take 
Appeals.

INDIANAPOLIS, Jan, 10.—Mo- 


tions for new trial of the 14 defen- 
dants found guilty in the Hawkin~ 
mail fraud conspiracy weer over- 
tuled by Judge Ferdinand A. Geilg- 
cr of Milwaukee in the United 
States District Court here today. 
Motions in arrest of judgments also 
were overruled but exceptions were 
<ranted. 

Six of the defendants were sen- 
tenced to two years on the con- 
spiracy count and five years each 
on the remaining 15 counts in the 
indictment and fined $2000 each. 
They are: 

Anthony A. Schieb, Portland 
Ind., secretary of the Hawkin: 
company; William Sacks, St. 


Louis, politiclan; Willlam M. Webb, 
St. Louls, former minister; Harry 
J. Bovard, Pittsburg; William M. 
Jones, former secretary-treasurer 
Indiana State Board of Agriculture, 
ana Mord Carter,  Indédtanapouis 
business man and banker. 
Minor Sentences in Case. 

Frank P. Haight and Frank 
Wills, Indianapolis public account- 
ants, were sentenced to serve two 
years in prison and fined $1000 
each. 

Carl B. Anderson, Portland, Ind.. 
treasurer of the company; W. D. 
McCallum, Detroit, former assistant 
treasurer, and A. R. Sax, New York 
City, former “salesmanager, each 
was sentenced to a year and a day 
but not fined. 

Frank B. Jaqua, Portland, Ind.. 
general counsel for the company. 
also wae sentenced to-.serve two 
years in prison and was fined $1000 
Lee P. Harrington, Dunkirk, Ind. 
auditor, and John T. Sutton, Port- 
land, vice-president, were each 
fined $1000. PThe sentences in each 
case are to run concurrently which 
means that five years is the longest 
prison term given. 


Defendants Excoriated by Judge. 

Judge Geiger, who heard the 
case after a change from Judge A 
B. Anderson had been requested 
in overruling the motions, assert- 
ed the defendants had not been 
candid in their testimony and had 
avoided questions during their ex- 
amination. 

Appeals probably will be taken 
by all the defendants. 

History of Hawkins Mortgage Co., 
Which Is Now in Bankruptcy. 
The Hawkins Mortgage Co. was 

established tn 1918 with headquar- 
ters at Portland, Ind., for the state! 
purpose of operating a chain of 
chattel loan offices, called “welfare 
societies,” in towns of 25,000 in- 
habitants or more. 


The company at no time earned 
money and went into bankruptcy 
early this year with a deficit of 
more than $2,000,000 and tangible 
assets of about $30,000. It solid 
stock in each of the welfare so- 
cieties as they were opened for 
business, but few of these agencies 
earned money. Those that did show 
a profit were involved in the crash 
of the parent company by reason 
of the fact that the Hawkins Mort. 
gage Co. borrowee these earnings 
ow notes. 


Bought United Home Builders. 


It waf shown that when Haw- 
'kins observed the business was fal- 
tering he bought control of th: 
United Home Builders of St. Louis, 
and the Co-operative League of 
Pittsburg, housing trusts, to add to 
the assets of his organization and 
also as a means of marketing his 
stock, by inducing contract holders 
of those organizations to exchange 
their holdings for Hawkins stock. 
He also purchased control of the 
Indiana Rural Credits Association 
of Indiana, a farm loan concern. 
and the Security Home and Sav- 
ings Co. of ‘Kansas City, a housing 
trust, for the same purpose. The 
investors [mn these+concerns who 
made the exchange advocated by 
Hawkins lost all. 

Sacks and Webb, who were sole 
trustees of the United Home Bulld- 
ers, sold their control, right, title 
and interest in that organization to 
Hawkins in November, 1922, under 
a contract

& m. today, the regular Saturday 
payroll robbery occurred two 
blocks away When the same three 
men held up the cashier and su- 
perintendent of the Barnhart Mer- 
cantile Co., 200 South Commercial 


which was being carried to the 
place from a bank. 

A few minutes before 10 o'clock 
business men in the neighborhood 
notfeed the Buick lurking about 
and telephoned the police. A rush 
of officers to the locality followed, 
but while they were investigating 
at Commercial and Market the 
robbery was in progress in the 
street 150 feet from the door of the 
mercantile company’s plant. 

John H. Renne, of 3523 Lafay- 
ette avenue, superintendent of the‘ 
firm, and John L. Gerlach, 2218 
Osage street, the paymaerer, were 
returning from the First National 
Rank with the payroll money when 
the Buick drove up at the curb at 
Elm street and two men masked 
with handkerchiefs got out with 
revolvers, leaving a third man at 
the wheel. 

Both employes were covered and 
ordered to hand over the money. 
Gerlach, who was carrying the 
package hidden under his arm, 
complied, and the robbers leaped 
back in the car and drove away. 
Renne said the machine carried, no 
license plate.

Thousands of Cattle Perish—32 Be- 
low in Armenia.

TIFLIS, Ga., Jan. 10.—One hun- 
dred persons and thousands of cat- 
tle have been frozen to death in 
the unprecedented cold weather 
prevailing throughout the Caucasus. 
In several cases shepherds and 
farmers who avent to the fields to 
tend their sheep or cattle, were 
found froz2n with their flocks. 

Dri¥en from their mountain 
shelters by the fierce cold and lack 
of food, great droves of antelope 
and wild boars have invaded the 
plains and valleys only to perish 
in their tracks. In the Aflexandro- 
pol district of Armenia, where 
Americans of the Near East Relief 
are caring for thousands of or- 
phans, the thesmometer registed 32 
degrees below zero.

is much greater than the voice nge. 
The transmission of the broadcasting sta- 
tions having been improved, If one strikes 
the proper combination of a welt designed 
audio-frequency amplifier and a good 
loud speaker it is possible to get combi- 
nations that will give faithful reproduc- 
tion. While on the subject of audio-fre- 
quency amplification I might mention 
that there has been a large increase in 
the use of resistance coupled audio-fre- 
quency amplifiers. A unit of this type 
requires an additional tube, but the great 
improvement in tonal quality is worth the 
while. 

It has been reported that there has 
been a decrease in the sale of parts, due 
to the production of inexpensive receiv- 
ers. However, the circuit kit is taking the 
place of the parts. The kits are com- 
plete in every respect and it is only nec- 
essary to assemble and wire the parts. 

Manufacturers of condensers have 
changed designs to favor the low-loss 
type of instrument. Recently engineers 


have concentrated their efforts on the de- 
sign of a condenser of the straight-line 
frequency type. This condenser has the 
advantage of eliminating the bunching of 
stations on the lower scale of the dial 
Such a condenser is sorely needed, be- 
caussé the bunching problem is growing 
rather acute. One of the most fecent de- 
signs in variable condensers is the dual 
condenser shown in the photograph. Two 
variable condensers are made _ to turn 
simultaneously and their capacities are 
balanced. The gearing of such a con- 
denser is a piece of engineering. 

While on the subject of the dual con- 
denser, we want to bring to light a unique 
invention by means of which any number 
of circuits are tuned. .Back in°1910 John 
V. L. Hogan, a prominent consulting en- 
gineer, was called upon to design a re- 
ceiver for ship communication that would 
reduce the time necessary to tuning in a 
station. In those days the apparatus was 
bulky and the controls were many. Op- 
erators experienced difficulty in tuning 
calling stations because when the re- 
ceiver was just coming into resonance 
with the sender the station would sign off 
and the message would be lost. The first 
thing Hogan did was reduce the controls, 
and he accomplished this by simultaneous 
tuning. The circuit patent was applied 
for in 1910 and was granted in 1912, For 


many years the circuit was used in com- 
mercial communication and now on the 
threshold of 1925 this idea is being used 
to make up the ideal set, which is the 
single-control receiver, and which has all 
the indications of leading the field for the 
coming year. 

Devices to eliminate B batteries were 
also brought out this last year. Such a 
device is a unit that is attached te the 
house lighting circuit and used to furnish 
the high voltage for the plates of the 
tubes. Of late one or two units have ap- 
peared that supply both A and B battery 
from the house lighting circuit. In prac- 
tically all of these devices the hum has 
been eliminated. Most of the B battery 
eliminators use a thermionic tube for 
rectification. Some have half-wave recti- 
fication and others have full-wave recti- 
fication, 

There has been little change in the tube 
situation. The latter part of this year the 
R. C. A. and Cunningham tubes were im- 
proved with new bases, and it is rumored 
that the constants of the tube have been 
improved slightly. As yet the independ- 
ent tube manufacturers have not been 
able to produce a tube as good ag the 
standard makes. The most recent ad-

NOTHER set added te the already

consideration, is the Airtrola, “Control 
of the Air,”’ manufactured by the Dalco 
Radio Co. of New York City. 

There are several good reasons why 
this type of receiver has been in great 
demand: rst, because tuned radio- 
frequency amplification offers the ad- 
vantage of enabling one to tune effec- 
tively over the entire wave-length range 
of the broadcasting stations; second, the 
stations can be logged; that is to say, 
when once a station is heard, if a memo- 
randum is taken of the dial settings, that 
same station can always be brought in 
with the sdme _ setting, providing, of 
course, that the station is operating and 
equally as g00d atmospheric condi- 
tions prevail as at the time of the origi- 
nal notations. Then, too, receivers of this 
type have but three dials on the panel 
to manipulate, the last two of which al- 
ways are the came on dial settings, with 
the first one but a degree or two off. 
This same scheme holds true through- 
out the entire wave length range of the 
receiver, making it simple enough for a 
chil4 to operate. 

All told, there are five tubes of the 
201-A type in the Airtrola The first 
twe are for the tuned radio frequency, 
the output of which is connected to a R. 
F. transformer of the basket weave type, 
which not only is designed to cover the 
present-day broadcasting wave length, 
but also to reduce to a minimum the 
losses in these coils. An untuned pri- 
mary is used in the transformers ‘and 
their secondaries are tuned by means of 
a low-loss type condenser.

The unique feature in the Airtrola is 
the method of controlling the oscilla- 
tions of the R. F. amplifier. It consists 
of a few turns of wire wound on the out- 
side of the first R. F. transformer, with 
its ends connected to a variable resist- 
ance of 200 ohms. This little circuit Is 
in ho way connected to the main circult, 
but will absorb energy from the grid cir- 
cuit of the following tube, and when ad- 
justed will eliminate squeals and howls 
and stabilize the amplifier in general. 
This winding with its resistance is known 
as the compentrol. 


Provision is made for cither a long or 
Short antenna. This is accomplished by 
means of two binding posts on the sub- 
panel, one of which is connected direct- 
ly to the top of the primary winding of 
the antenna coil and the other to a .005 
fixed condenser, the remaining side of 
which is connected to the same point on 
the primary inductance. This device 
makes it possible to use the set on prac- 
tically any antenna, 


To those desiring to construct and ex- 
periment with this circuit the follow- 
ing information will prove helpful: The 
antenna coll has an untuned primary 
consisting of an eight-turn primary and 
a 64-turn secondary. The form of wind- 
ing is the familiar basket weave, as is the 
case with the two R. F. coils. The pri- 
mary, however, as is also the case in the 
making up of the R. F. transformers, is 
wound in the center of the secondary 
winding.

Care should be taken in their selection 
in order'to get condensers whose rotary 
plates are accurately spaced, otherwise 
trouble will be had not only from the 
possibility of plates shorting, but the in- 
crease in capacity will not be uniform in 
the three condensers as they are operat- 
ed from minimum to maximum, 

Two rheostats are used, one with a re- 
sistance of 20 ohms controlling the de- 
tector, and the other a six-ohm, which 
takes care of the R: F. and A. F. ampli- 
fiers and will act similarly to a volume 
control. 

The usual .00025 mfd. grid condenser 
is used, shunted by a two-megohm leak.

frequencies from 16 to 10,000, therefore 
making this type of equipment more ef- 
fective over the musical range, which 
is much greater than the voice range, 
The transmission of the broadcasting sta- 
tions having been improved, If one strikes 
the proper combination of a wel designed 
audio-frequency amplifier and a good 
loud speaker it is possible to get combi- 
nations that will give faithful reproduc- 
tion. While on the subject of audio-fre- 
quency amplification I might mention 
that there has been a large increase in 
the use of resistance coupled audio-fre- 
quency amplifiers. A unit of this type 
requires an additional! tube, but the great 
improvement in tonal quality is worth the 
while. 

It has been reported that there has 
been a decrease itn the sale of parts, due 
to the production of inexpensive receiv- 
ers. However, the circuit kit is taking the 
place of the parts. The kits are com- 
plete in every respect and it is only nec- 
essary to assemble and wire the parts. 

Manufacturers of condensers have 
changed designs to favor the low-loss 
type of instrument. Recently engineers 


have concentrated their efforts on the de- 
sign of a condenser of the straight-line 
frequency type. This condenser has the 
advantage of eliminating the bunching of 
Stations on the lower scale of the dial 
Such a condenser is’sorely needed, be- 
cause the bunching problem its growing 
rather acute. One of the most recent de- 
signs in variable condensers is the dual 
condenser shown in the photograph. Two 
variable condensers are made _ to turn 
simultaneously and their capacities are 
balanced. The gearing of such a con- 
denser is a piece of engineering. 

While on the subject of the dual con- 
denser, we want to bring to light a unique 
invention by means of which any number 
of circuits are tuned. .Back in°1910 John 
V. L. Hogan, a prominent consulting en- 
gineer, was called upon to design a re- 
ceiver for ship communication that would 
reduce the time necessary to tuning in a 
station. In those days the apparatus was 
bulky and the controls were many. Op- 
erators experienced difficulty in tuning 
calling stations because when the re- 
ceiver was just coming into resonance 
with the sender the station would sign off 
and the message would be lost. The first 
thing Hogan did was reduce the controls, 
and he accomplished this by simultaneous 
tuning. The circuit patent was applied 
for in 1910 and was granted in 1913, For 


many years the circuit was used in com- 
mercial communication and now on the 
threshold of 1925 this idea is being used 
to make up the ideal set, which is the 
single-control receiver, and which has all 
the indications of leading the field for the 
coming year. 

Devices to eliminate B batteries were 
also brought out this last year. Such a 
device is a unit that is attached te the 
house lighting circuit and used to furnish 
the high voltage for the plates of the 
tubes. Of late one or two units have ap- 
peared that supply both A and B battery 
from the house lighting circuit. In prac- 
tically all of these devices the hum has 
been eliminated. Most of the B battery 
eliminators use a thermionic tube for 
rectification. Some have half-wave recti- 
fication and others have full-wave recti- 
fication, 

There has been little change in the tube 
situation. The latter part of this year the 
R. C. A. and Cunningham tubes were im- 
proved with new bases, and it is rumored 
that the constants of the tube have been 
improved slightly. As yet the independ- 
ent tube manufacturers have not been 
able to produce a tube as good ag the 
standard makes. The most recent ad- 
vance in vacuum tubes among the inde- 
pendent field is the Magnavox tube, This

NOTHER set added te the already 
A large family of tuned radio-fre- 

quency receivers, and worthy of 
consideration, is the Airtrola, “Control 
of the Air,”’ manufactured by the Dalco 
Radio Co. of New York City. 

‘There are several good reasons why 
this type of receiver has been in great 
demand: rst, because tuned radio- 
frequency amplification offers the ad- 
vantage of enabling one to tune effec- 
tively over the entire wave-length range 
of the broadcasting stations; second, the 
stations can be logged; that is to say, 
when once a station is heard, if a memo- 
randum is taken of the dia! settings, that 
same station can always be brought in 
with the sdme setting, providing, of 
course, that the station is operating and 
equally as g00d atmospheric condi- 
tions prevail as at the time of the origi- 
nal notations. Then, too, receivers of this 
type have but three dials on the panel 
to manipulate, the last two of which al- 
ways are the came on dial settings, with 
the first one but a degree or two off. 
This same scheme holds true through- 
out the entire wave length range of the 
receiver, making it simple enough for a 
chila to operate. 


All told, there are five tubes of the 
201-A type in the Airtrola. The first 
twe are for the tuned radio frequency, 
the output of which is connected to a R. 
F. transformer of the baskét weave type, 
which not only is designed to cover the 
present-day broadcasting wave liength, 
but also to reduce to a minimum the 
losses in these coils. An untuned pri- 
mary is used in the transformers and 
their secondaries are tuned by means of 
a low-loss type condenser. 

For greatest sensitiveness a vacuum 
tube ts used for the detector and for vol- 
ume two etages of audio amplification, 
The five sockets are se arranged on a 


square hard rubber baseboard that the 
entire set can be mounted on a panel 
measuring 8x18 inches, the additional 
room necessary being taken in depth, 
making a cabinet 9% inches deep neces- 
sary. 

The unique feature in the Airtrola is 
the method of controlling the oscilla- 
tions of the R. F.. amplifier. It consists 
of a few turns of wire wound on the out- 
side of the first R. F. transformer, with 
its ends connected to a variable resist- 
ance of 200 ohms. This little circuit Is 
in ho way connected to the main circuit, 
but will absorb energy from the grid cir- 
cuit of the following tube, and when ad- 
justed will eliminate squeals and howls 
and stabilize the amplifier in general. 
This winding with its resistance is known 
as the compentrol. 

Provision is made for cither a long or 
short antenna. This is accomplished by 
means of two binding posts on the sub- 
panel, one of which is connected direct- 
ly to the top of the primary winding of 
the antenna coil and the other to a .005 
fixed condenser, the remaining side of 
which is connected to the same point on 
the primary inductance. This device 
makes it possible to use the set on prac- 
tically any antenna, 


To those desiring to construct and ex- 
periment with this circuit the follow- 
ing information will prove helpful: The 
antenna coll has an untuned primary 
consisting of an eight-turn primary and 
a 64-turn secondary. . The form of wind- 
ing is the familiar basket weave, as is the 
case with the two R. F. coils. The pri- 
mary, however, as is also the case in the 
making up of the R. F. transformers, is 
wound in the center of the secondary 
winding. The form for the winding of 
this type of coil can be obtained in many 
of the ra@io stores, and one having 13 
spokes is most suitable. 

The first R. F. transformer is built 
up im the game manner and with the 


same number of turns as the first coil, 
with the exception that after the pri- 
mary and secondary are wound the wind- 
ing of the compensator for the absorp- 
tion circuit is wound. This consists of 
but two complete turns around the out- 
side of the entire coil. This will then 
give us a coil having three windings and 
six leads. Leave at least six inches of 
wire for connection on all ends. In or- 
der to help determine which lead is 
which, later on it would be well to use 
at least two colors for the covering of 
the wire. For example, use @ green cOv- 
ered wire for the secondary winding, and 
white cotton covered for the primary 
and compensator coil. 

The third coil, or the second R, F. 
transformer, is exactly the same as the 
first one, with the exceptionfi of course, 
of the third winding. All windings are 
made of No. 26aD C C magnet wire. 

The three secondary tuning conden- 
sers should be of the low-loss type and 


have a capacity of .00035 mfd. each. - 


Care should be taken in their selection 
in order'to get condensers whose rotary 
plates are accurately spaced, otherwise 
trouble will be had not only from the 
possibility of plates shorting, but the in- 
crease in capacity will not be uniform in 
the three condensers as they are operat- 
ed from minimum to maximum, 

Two rheostats are used, one with a re- 
sistance of 20 ohms controlling the de- 
tector, and the other a six-ohm, which 
takes care of the R: F. and A. F. ampli- 
fiers and will act similarly to a volume 
control. 

The usual .00025 mfd. grid condenser 
is used, shunted by a two-megohm leak. 
The by-pass condensers, so necessary for 
perfect operation, all have a capacity of 
.005 mfd. 

Both audio transformers have a ratlo 
of 3 to 1, this ratio having. been found to 
be the best suited to ‘the circult. . They 
are mounted to the rear of thw gub- 
panel and spaceg six inches apart,

The crystal detector is easier to handle, 
but the tube detector has the advantage 
of requiring no alterations in the receiv- 
ing eet. Whichever arrangement is 
adopted, care should be taken to prevent 
generation in one or more of the ampli- 
fier tubes, the effect of which will be 
to cause deflection in the recording gal- 
vanometer before any signals are fe- 
ceived. This deflection may be balanced 
out when the electron tube detector is 
used, but wil! then result in genera] in- 
stability as well as marked recorder 
fluctuations due to modulation rather 
than fading. If the pointer of the gal- 
vanometer tends to go beyond the upper 
end of the scale frequently & is prefer- 
able to reduce the amplification rather 
than to shunt the galvanometer, as the 
latter method greatly complicates the 
balancing of the plate current when 
the electron tube detector is used, and at 
times gives unreliable results when too 
much current is forced through the 
crystal detector. <A variable resistance 
shunt across the input of the first radio- 
frequency amplifier tube is probably the 
most satisfactory method of amplifica- 
tion contro] to use in conjunction. with 
the balanced plate current.

NE indication of the progress of 

radio is the increased attention be- 

ing paid to the design of the indi- 
vidual parts used in radio receiving sets. 
Until recently most of this care was fo- 
cused on the design of coils and con- 
densers alone. It is now realized that 
there are mile-wasting losses in poorly 
designed tube bases, tube sockets and 
other parts as well. 

A modern fairly efficient radio receiv- 
er will receive signals which have as low 
@ pressure as .001 volts. Even in a very 
good antenna this will not produce an 
energy of more than .0000001 watts. It 
is hard to imagine such a smal] quan- 
tity of energy, but 40,000,000 receiving 
sets would produce just about power 
enough to light one ordinary 40-watt 
tungsten light. 

The oldest manufacturer of vacuum 
tubes recently greatly improved its prod- 
uct by eliminating the traditional metal 
shell which surrounds the base of its 
tube. This change reduces the interna! 
capacity of the tube and at the same time 
eliminates the loeses from eddy currents 
in the metal shell itself. While the sav- 
ing of power thus accomplished is quite 
srnall when expressed in figures, nh be- 
comes of importance when compared 
with the minute currents received on 
the antenna. 

Second only itn importance to the vac- 
uum tube itself ts the tube socket, for 
all the energy must paas through the 
socket before it reaches the tube. Indi- 
cations are that the meta) shell socket 
will goon become as obsolete as the sin- 
gie slide tuning coll. The best radio en- 
gineering practice of today calls for the 
elimination of as much material as pos- 
sible tn the neighborhood of parts of 
the radio set which carry the radio-fre- 
avency current. This applies not only to

metallic substances, . but to insulating 
materials as well. The socket of the fu- 
ture will undoubtedly consist merely of 
a comparatively thin shell of some high- 
rmde insulating material and a base only 
eutficiently large to accommodate neces- 
sary contact springs and connectivas. 

Some manufacturers are already mar- 
keting sockets of this type. The neces- 
sary strength and durability is being se- 
cured by the use of Bakelite or similar 
materia] of uniform cross-sectian, which 
assures thorough.curing of the material, 
giving itt the highest possible di-electric 
properties as well as making it mechan- 
ically strong. 

A further interesting fact that has 
been developed through research con- 
ducted by one of the largest battery 
manufacturers is that the “hissing” an2 
“frying” noises often attributed to B bat- 
teries are in reality caused by poor con- 
nections, usually between tube terminals 
and the socket contacts. 

To prevent such noises and the short- 
ening of many otherwise good concerts 
there are manufacturers who have nut 
only provided sockets with the high in- 
sulating properties, but have devised 
contacts that are of a wiping nature 
with dependable tension for each and 
every type of tube. 

It is interesting to realize that only 
a few years ago we were thrilled at the 
thought of receiving broadcasting at dis- 
tances of a few hundred miles. while 
today coast-to-coast reception is by no 
means uncommon. While a large part 
of this progress has no doubt been due 
to new circuits and to the refinement of 
old ones, we must not forget to give due 
credit to the radio engineer who haa been 
silently but busily engaged in saving the 
micro-micro watts which add the mile 
age to our receiving sets. 


point, below the rated filament current 
of the tubes used, at which attempts to 
increase amplification by reducing rheo- 
stat resistance will cause galvanometer 
deflection, even after incoming signals 
cease. This is evidently due to genera- 
tion. With some typas of electron tubes 
it has proved impossible to secure a sta- 
ble balance of the plate current with 
full amplification. The galvanometer 
pointer climbs slowly but continuously 
unless the filament current is greatly 
reduced. This difficulty has not been 
encountered, however, with the-199 to 
201A types of tubes. 

“Some experimenting may be neces- 
sary to avoid being deceived by various 
kinds of man-made electrical] interfer- 
ence, some of which fails to produce an 
audible signal. It is desirable to have 
the receiving set ag far as possible from 
radiating electrical devices. 

“Measurements can be made on broad- 
casting stations that are operating dur- 
ing the eclipse. Stations at Schenectady 
(WGY); Springfield, Mass. (WBZ): Buf- 
falo, N. Y. (WGR); and New York 
(WEAF) will be in operation. 

“It is desirable in work of this kind 
that means be included in the apparatus 
for determining the absolute value of the 
field intensity. This need not be done 
with great accuracy, because of the large 
fluctuations that occur. Still, results, 
obtained in several localities, are more 
valuable if the data obtained can be re- 
duced to a common unit. 

*The variation of direction observed at 
night and during sunset and sunrise may 
possibly be observed during the emlipse. 
Such variations are most pronounced on 
the lower frequencies, below 300 kilocy- 
cles (above 1000 meters). A simple di- 
rection finder may be used in such obser- 
vations. It is necessary that a balancing 
condenser be used to insure a sharp min- 
imum signal observation. 

“The eclipse will occur from about 8 
to 10 a, m., Eastern Standard Time, on 
Jan. 24, being total, for example, at Buf- 
falo, N. Y., at 9:07 a. m. The total 
eclipse wil] be visible in a shadow path 
extending from Minnesota, just east eof 
Red Lake, over Michigan, southern parts 
of Canada, New York, Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey, Connecticut, Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island. The central path of 
the eclipse will run very nearly through 
Buffalo, N. Y., and New Haven, Conn, 
In Minnesota the shadow path will be 
85 miles wide and in the Hudson River 
area 110 miles wide. 

“The graphic records or numerical 
data obtained may be sent to the Bu- 
reau of Standards. They should be ac- 
companied by complete data on exact 
time of observations, details of the ap- 
paratus used, including antenna, special 
topographica] features of location, and 
weather conditions. No forms have been 
drawn up for these observations. 

“The anticipated possible effects of 
the eclipse are of the same kind ag the 
effects of other functions which are not 
60 rare as an eclipse, viz.: Time of day 
and season, weather, etc. The depend- 
ence of the radio phenomena on these 
functions and on “frequency. distance, 
type of apparatus, etc., are inter-related. 
A program of co-operative work on 
these is contemplated. Following. the 
eclipse, the bureau expects to specify 
programs of observations on particular 
stations at particular times.”

Referring to the drawing, 1 is a rela- 
tively high antenna and 2 is a relative- 
ly low antenna. These antennae are of 
the flat-top type, but any antennae of 
the open-circuit kind may be used. A 
receiving transformer is shown at 3 and 
the antenna 1 Is connected to one end 
of a primary winding 4 thereof, whereas 
the antenna 2 is connected to the ether 
end thereof. An adjustable tap 5 is 
provided at an intermediate point in the 
primary winding 4 and is grounded at 6.

Radio’s Remarkable Advance in 1924

tube performs remarkably well. An indi- 
cation of the efficiency of any tube is its 
mutual conductance which in the Mag- 
mavox tube is between 800 and 1200 mi- 
cro-ohms. The internal capacity of this 
tube is exceedingly low. A new feature 
of this tube is the control electrode, which 
is used in place of a grid. This electrode 
is not placed in the electronic path be- 
tween the filament and plate, but is 
placed to one side. 

On Dec. 1 pictures were transmitted by 
radio from London to New York City. 
The tests were so successful that practi- 
cally all of the picture, received through 
the air, were reproduced in the newspa- 
pers. The system is the development of 
Capt. Ranger, research engineer of the 
Radio Corporation of America. It is a 
comparatively simple development in that 
it makes_use of the dot-dash system. Capt. 
Ranger states that within a short time 
regular picture traffic will be inaugurat- 
ed between Europe and America. A hap- 
pening in London today will be graphi- 
cally illustrated in New York tomorrow. 

Last September radio movies were dis- 
covered in the private laboratory of Col. 
Bm H. R. Green. They have only the 
germ of an idea and Col. Green expects 
that it will take a few years to perfect 
the process. At the present time they 
have been able to trangmit moving plic- 
tures over a distance of 60 feet. The
